Mr.  Moore  reported  that  a  request 
d  been  received  for  an  electric  light 
uenr  the  Belleville  Avenue  station  of 
the  Ene  Railroad,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Lighting  Committee. 

Clerk  Johnson  read  a  communica. 
tion  from  Johu  Hyde  of  Brookdala 
aiJ-v  and  a  bill  of  $150  for  damages  done 
to.hia  property  at  tbe  corner  of  Wat- 
sesaiug  Avenue  and  Orange  Street. 
The  hoodlums  Lad  defaced  the  build¬ 
ings  with  vile  and  indecent  scrib- 
lings,  while  three  young  trees  along 
the  curb  had  been  cut  so  much  that 
they  had  died.  Even  the  fence,  Mr 
Hyde  said,  had  been  disfigured  by 
knife-cuts,  and  is  in  ooDsequence  of 
little,  if  any ,  value.  The  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  question  is  said  to  have  been 
the  rendezvous  of  young  -hoodlums 
for  a  long  tune. 

Chairman  Moore  of  the  Police  Com 
rnittee  said  that  he  had  s«nt  officers 
to  the  place,  but  At  the  sight  of 
bluecout  the  disorderly  characters 
ould  disappear  only  to  return  as 
soon  as  the  policeman  left.  With 
reference  to  the  identity  of  the  young 
men  comprising  the  gang,  Commit¬ 
teeman  Foster,  who  lives  in  the  vicin* 
fly,  declared  to  his  colleagues  that  in 
his  opinion  there  would  be  no  trouble 
in  locating  the  guilty  persons,  as  their 
names  and  initials  ware  cut  in  the 
building  together  with  tbe  day  of 
their  birth,  where  born  and  other 
points  of  information,  required  by  the 
authorities  as  to  the  personality  of  the 
culprits. 

Mr.  Foster  admitted  that  Mr 
Hyde’s  complaint  was  a  just  one,  and 
that  the  property  was  badly  damaged. 

Chairman  Stout  said  that  if  the 
township  was  liable  fee  depredations 
of  this  kind  he  was  anxious  to  know 
what  the  town  could  do. 

Iu  Newark,  said  Mr.  Moore,  they 
have  a  large  pohoe  force,  and  yet  they 
steal  whole  buildings  there  under  the 
very  nose  of  the  police^and  in  broad 
daylight  too.

A  Muddled  Law. 

New  Jersey  lawa  affecting  corpora¬ 
tions  as  now  enacted  are  evidently 
intended  to  facilitate  successful  diso 
I -edit- nee  or  repudiation  of  what  the 
law  should  plainly  require. 

They  are  making  a  big  time  in  Jer 
iv)  City  and  Newark  uver  the  failure 
of  the  trolley  car  vestibule  law.  The 
law  was  iutotided  to  force  (be  Ooueoli 
dated  Traction  Company  to  fit  its  cat- 
platforms  with  vestibules  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  motornien  end  conductors 
against  the  severities  of  tbe  winter 
weather.  The  company  contends 
that  when  the  motoruian  is  hidden 
behind  glass  he  is  Dot  able  to  exer 
ciae  the  care  in  running  his  car  that, 
uncovered,  is  possible.  It  obstructs 
the  view  particularly  when  a  driving 
storm  covers  tbe  outside  of  hie  win¬ 
dow  panes  with  a  sticking  snow. 
One  may  argue,  on  the  contrary,  that 
he  is  more  apt  to  be  blinded  by 
storm  pelting  his  eyes  and  more  apt 
to  be  handicapped  in  his  mowtusnUi 
by  the  freezing  of  bis  fingers  and  his 
liuibs,  and  so  the  risk  of  accident 
quite  as  serious  oue  way  as  the  other. 
The  company  chooses  to  insist  that 
its  view  is  the  right  one,  but  it  would 
possibly  obey  the  law  if  tbe  law  wars 
plain  as  to  what  is  required  of  it  It 
aeems  to  be  a  peculiar  jumble,  mean 
ing  one  thing  in  one  place  aud  an¬ 
other  iu  another  place,  and  it 
unsatisfactory  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  Newark  at  least  has  de¬ 
clared  that  no  oue  can  make  out  from 
its  context  what  it  means.  Ibe 
police  do  not  see  their  way  to  enforce 
it,  and  altogether  it  seems  to  be  so 
deed  a  letter  that  one  may  wonder 
what  ground  any  one  can  find  for 
agitation  over  tlie  failure  to  observe 
aud  enforce  it  It  is  to  be  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  vestibulee  are  in  use  on 
many  lines,  and  that  their  use  has 
not  been  accompanied  by  the 
ters  those  in  charge  of  other  lines 
predict  concerning  them.  The  Leg 
islet ure  will  probably  be  solicited  to 
amend  the  law  so  aa  to  make  it  effec¬ 
tive,  aud  a  Lot  fight  against  it  may  be 
looked  for. 

Sidewalks  and  Trees. 

The  leveling  of  that  hump  in  the  side¬ 
walk  adjoining  the  Peters  property  is 
gratifying  evidence  of  progress.  The 
old  “button- balls"  on  Washington  Street 
sidewalk  are  still  “spreading  them¬ 
selves''  wickedly,  in  their  encourage¬ 
ment  of  profanity  from  peseere-by.  I 
notice  that  my  old  friend,  J.  H.  Gadmusi 
waxing  both  pious  and  poetical  on  the 
question  of  tree-salvation,  has.  sent  tl> 
the  Township  Committee  a  patriotic 
effusion,  the  closing  part  of  which  in 
addition  to  the  argument  that  "Isaac 
Dodd  planted  the  trees  at  the  time 
the  Revolution,"  ought  to  (insure  their 
lives  until  the  Fourth  of  July,  3076,  at 
least.  Upon  his  bended  knees  as  -it 
were,  Mr.  Cadmus  implores  the  Commit' 
tee  thusly  : 

Gentlemen,  the  sycamore  tree  is  to  be 
regarded  with  awe  and  reverence.  It  is 
privileged  among  the  trees  of  the  earth 
in  that  it  is  among  the  very  few  trees 
named  in  Holy  writ.  Tlie  Psalmist  tells 
us  that  a  manifestation  of  the  wrath  of 
God  against  the  children  of  Israel  was 
in  (lie  destruction  of  their  sycamore 
trees. 

God  be  merciful  to  us  and  bless  us, 
Selah.'  I  will  close  with  the  words  of 
nature's  greatest  poet,  the'  immortal 
Wordsworth : 

‘O,  woodman,  spare  that  tree. 

W ordswort  h  ?  Show  us  your  edition 
of  Wordsworth,  Brother  Cadmus,  as  au¬ 
thority  against  tree-cutting  !
